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Summary of reasons for decision: 

The Everything Marijuana Bookis classified as objectionable because it promotes and encourages 
criminal activity to a high extent and degree. 

The publication comprehensively instmcts the reader on the processes of cultivation and 
preparation of marijuana/cannabis. Seventeen of the twenty chapters are dedicated to this. The 
other three chapters provide a wider overview on marijuana and its function, so are inextricably 
linked to the broader purpose of the publication. It provides for detailed information in a form 
that would enable readers to establish their own growing facilities. Repeated reference to the 
medicinal or legal uses (within the US context) of cannabis does not sufficiently mitigate the high 
extent and degree to which the publication promotes and encourages the criminal act of cannabis 
cultivation and preparation of cannabis products for use. The book does not directly advocate for 
law reform and has no other significant cultural or social character beyond technical advice on 






how to sucessfully grow cannabis without getting caught. 


Having considered the freedom of expression throughout the Classification Office's application 
of the statutory criteria to this publication, it is apparent that injury to the public good is likely to 
result from the publication being made available to anyone, regardless of age. Although a 
classification of objectionable violates the right to freedom of expression, it is the only 
classification that sufficiently reduces the harms presented by the availability of the publication.
